New Delhi, the 19th March 1977 

S,0, 346(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 33 of the 33 of the 
Disputed Elections (Prime Minister and Speakei) Ordinance, 1977 (4 of 1977), the 
Central Government hereb,y makes the following rules, namely— 

1. Shroirt title and commencement.-—(1) These rules may be called the Disputed 
Elections (Prime Minister and Speaker) Rules, 1977 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publication in the Official 
Gazette 

2 Deflultlons.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,*— 

(a) “Chairman” and “Vice-Chairman” mean Chairman and Vice-Chairman 

of a Council; 

(b) “Council” means a Council convened under section 4; 

(c) “Election Commission” means the Election Commission appointed by 

the President under article 324 of the Constitution; 

(d) “Form” means Form annexed to these rules,

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(e) '‘member” means a member of the Council, 

(f; "Ordinance” means the Disputed Elections (Prime Minister and Speaker) 
Ordinance, 11)77 (4 of 1977), 

(fi) "President” means the President of India; 

(h) "Registrar” means the person designated as such by the Election 

Commission, 

(i) “section” means a section of the Ordinance, and 

(]) words and expressions not defined herein but defined in the Ordinance 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them m the Ordinance 

3 Steps for convening; a Council.— (1) As soon as may be after a petition is 
presented under section a, the Election Commission shall, for the purpose of con. 
venmg a Council under sub-section (1) of section 4, make a request In writing 
to the Central Government to take such action as may be necessary in pursuance 
of the provisions of that section. 

(2) After the nomination or, as the case may be, election of the members 
referred to in sub-section (2) of section 4, the Central Government shall make a 
request to the President to appoint the Chairman and Vice-Chairman from 
amongst such members. 

(3) The Central Government shall communicate the names of the Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman and other members to the Election Commission, and there¬ 
upon the Election Commission shall, by notification in the Official Gazette, convene 
the Council, 

4. Conditions of service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and other members:— 
(l)(a) If the person appointed as Chairman Is a serving Chief Justice of the 
Supremo Court, he wIU discharge the duties of the Chairman in addition to his 
duties as Chief Justice and will not draw any remuneration for working us Chair¬ 
man of the Council 

(b) For the journeys performed by the serving Chief Justice in connection 
with the work of the Council, he will draw travelling allowance and daily allow¬ 
ance in accordance with the Supreme Court Judges (rraveUirig Allowance) Rules, 
1959 

(2) (a) If the person appointed as Chairman is a retired Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, he shall be entitled to a salary at the rate of five thousand rupee"! 
per mensem and such salary shall bo Inclusive of the pension and pension euuiva- 
lont of other forms of retirement benefits that he may bo receiving lie will also 
be entitled to rent-free accommodation on the same basis as he was enliticd to, 
as a serving Judge of the Supreme Court 

(b) For the lourtieys performed b.y the retired Chief Justice in connection with 
the work of the Council, he shall lie allowed to draw travelling allowance and 
dally allowance m accordance with the Supreme Court Judges ('rravelllng Allow¬ 
ance) Rules, 1959, as if his functioning as the Chairman of the Council was his 
normal duty. 

(.3) The other two persons nominated as members under clause (a) of sul> 
section (2) of section 4 shall be paid a salary of three thousand rupees per mensem 
and shall be entitled to draw such allowances as are admissible to a Government 
Ofilcer of the first grade. 

Provided that if such person is appointed as Vice-Chairman, he shall be entitled 
to a special pay of two hundred and fifty rupees per mensem, in addition to his 
salary. 

(4) The members elected under clause (b) and clause (c) of sub-section (2) 
of section 4, or any such member appointed as Chairman or Vllce-Chalrman under 
sub-section (3) of the said section, shall not be entitled to any salary or other 
remuneration, but .shall be entitled only to travelling allowance and daily allow¬ 
ance adml.ssible to Members of Parliament under the Salaries, and Allowances of 
Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), and the rules made thereunder 

5 Appointment of officers and other employees. —^(1) The officers and other 
employee.s, if any, required for the discharged of the functions conferred on the 
Council by or under the Ordinance, shall be made available by the Election Com¬ 
mission, and the Election Commission shall designate one of the officers to be 
the Registrar of the CouncU, 
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(’2) The Registrar shall discharge such lunchons as may be assigned to him 
by the Council 


(.^) The terms and conditions of service of the ofhceri^ and other employees 
referred to in sub-rule il) shall be the same as are applicable to officers and em¬ 
ployees of corresponding cate^oilcs under the Central Government 


6 Publication of the order of the Council In the Official Gazette.—As soon as 
may be after the receipt of an authenticated copy of the decision of the Council 
under section 2G the Election Commission shall cause the order made by the 
Council under section 20 to be published In the Official Gazette 

7 Fee for petition—The petitioner shall, at the time of presenting the petition, 
deposit by a 1 .tossed demand draft drawn in favour of the Pay arid Accounts 
Officer Election Commission .uid pavalilc at the Indian Bank Connaught Circus, 
New Delhi a sum of twenty five rupees as the fee payable for the presentatioii 
of such petition, and the receipt 111 evidence of such deposit shall be filed with 
the Election (. omm ssion 

8 Manner of deposit—The sum required to be dep-osited bv a petitioner as 
spcuiltv for costs under sub-section (41, the further security for costs, if any, 
which he may be called upon to give under sub-section (6) and the security for 
costs which a person has to gi\e to be loined as respondent to petition under 
sub-section (6), of section 8, shall be deposited bv a crossed demand draft drawn 
in In our of the Pa\ and Accounts Officer Election Commission and payable at 
the Indian Bank Coimaught Circus, New Delhi, and the receipt in evidence of 
such depo,sit shall be filed with the Election Commission 

9 Place of trial—The Council shall hold the trial at New Delhi' 

Provided that If the Council considers It necessary so to do having regard to 
the circumstances of the case or the convenience of the parties, it may also sit 
at such other place 01 places as it may deem fit 

10 Procedure before the Council.—(il Subiect to the provisions of the Ordi¬ 
nance every petition shall bo tried bv tho Council as neailv as may be m 
accordance with the procedure applicable under the Code of Civil Procedure, 
>,1908 (5 of 1908) to the trial of suits 

Provided that the Council shall have the discretion to refuse for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, to examine anv witness or witnesses if it is of the Ooinion 
that evidence of such witness or witnesses is not material for the decision of 
the petition, or that the paity tendering such witness or witness is doing so on 
frivolous grounds or with a view to delay the pioceedmgs 


(2) The provisions of the Indian Evidence Act 1872 (1 of 1872), shall, sub¬ 
iect to the provisions of the Ordinance, be deemed to appb' in all respects to the 
trial of a petition 

11 Custody of records of the Council—The Registrar shall have the custod.v 
of the recoi dg of the Council and shaP at the conclusion of trial of the petition 
bv the Council, transfei the same to the Election Commission 

12 Form of affidavit to he filed with petition.—The affidavit referred to in 
sub-section (1) of ■section 10 shall be sworn before q Magistrate of the first class 
nr a notary or a Commissioner of Oaths and shall be in the Form annexed to 
these rules 

13 Application of certain provisions of the Conduct of Election Rules, 1961 — 

For the ourooses of the trial of a petition under the Ordinance rules 93 and 94 
nf the Conduct of Election Rules 1961 made under the Representation of the 
People Act IQSl (43 of I'gil) shall apply subiect lo the modIfUatinn that tor 
the references m those rules to a competent court, references to the Council 
shall be substituted
